1 . Claims 1-14 are pending in this office action. 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed April 21 , 2008, have been considered and are 
persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach a firewall test method that transmits test signals to open ports after 
the initiation session begins and before the initiation session is terminated and 
identifying test signals that pass through open ports that are not associated with the 
established communication session as errors.
